"The incident is closed. The military 
Judges, enjoying tbe respect of all, have 
rendered the verdict with complete In- 
dependence. We all, without harbor- 
ing after thought, bend to their decis- 
ion. We shall in the same manner ac- 
cept the action that a feeling ot pro- 
found pity dicuted tbe pardon to the 
president of tbe republic.

The order will be read to the troops 
throughout the French army.

Chicago, .S!^pt. 21.— The firm of Bar 
tatt, Farnum and company, a wealthy 
and influential board of trade concern 
here, failed. 

The firm had aold heavily abort dur 
Ing the past three days, plunging in 
tbe expectation that the New York 
Block panic would result in a break 
In wheat The shortage ot the firm is 
variously eatimatad at from 4,000.000 
to 5.000,000 bushels of the DacMnber 
option. 

It was noticid Wednesday that Bar 
rett Farnum and company were heavy 
bayars, the heaviest in the loaal pit 
taking In about a million in aa eOc 

to recover. The price held flm wKh 
a streng... that puzzied them ip T|SW 
of the bearish tone of news. 

Again in the morning brokaiv rep- 
resenting the firm were busy on the 
curb and in the pit but all efforts 
proved of no avail. 

The crash came at 11 a. m. when the 
deals went into the clearing bouse. 

Barrett, Farnum and company, in a 
hastily scrawled notice, announced the 
inal)ility of the firm to fulfill its con- 
tract.^. Then the scene in the pit took 
on the tone of the panic. The De- 
cember option had opened at H%f(i 
11% and the market sHd quietly off 
under sales against calls to 71 1^. At 
this figure Barrett. Farnum and com- 
pany renewed their efforts to cover. 
The price Jumped fractionally to ?:!. 
Then came the announcement of tb ^ 
abrogation of the flrm'.s contract.i and 
the scramble to get out from under. 
December declined to 71% cents with- 
out even an effort at recovery. 

Meanwhile Messrs. Barrett, Farnum 
and company had cloaed their doors 
and put seals on their lips; apparently. 
James Walker, manager of the con- 
cern.^ when seen, declared that he was 
as much surprised as any one at the 
suspension and gave aa his opinion 
tbat the firm would be able to resume 
business, inasmuch as the subsiding of 
the paalc had left wheat fluctuating 
narrowly.

Paris never at any tim^ ur in any de- 
gree agreed that the UnHcd BtMat 
should become responsible for Spain's 
Cuban debt. There never was an un- 
drrsianding that another party shoold 
be responsible for that debt than 
Spain herself. The reason the United 
States did not assume the debt, or any 
part of it, was that the debt was incur- 
red almost wholly by Spain to crush 
the several insurrections. The United 
Statea might liave assumed to guar- 
antee thia debt of the funds named 
had been expended in internal im- 
provements in Cuba. This govern- 
ment, aa is well known, consented tQ 
pay to Spain |20,000,000 in the case of 
the Philipirfne islands, solely on the 
ground that approximately tbat amount 
had been expended by Spaia la lOI' 
provements in the islands. 

"The United States, therefore, has 
assumed no obligations fOr and has no 
interest whatever In the deelarationa 
of the Spanish cabinet on the debts ot 
Spain or how they shall be paid. The 
present dixlarat ion looks like a repu- 
diation Of the debt, principal «i4 la- 
te reet" 

The state department argues that 
when Spain relinquishes her sover- 
eignty in Cuba she relieved that Is- 
land of debts contraoted to keep her in 
bondage. This condition is confirmed 
in the notes which passed between the 
two disputing commissions when the 
treaty was under discussion in Pwta. 

Working on Resolutions. 

St. Louis, Sept. 21. — The conference 
of governor.s and aiiorneys general, to 
discuss the trust question, was late in 
assembling. The members of the com- 
mittee on resolutions toiled until after 
midnight trying to bring together tbe 
widely divergent view.s presented.

There are three commission hoosss in 
St. Louis which make a specialty of boy- 
luff aad sslUnft potatoes In ffreat qnan- 
titiefl. A member of one of these firms 
was very enthosiastic over the prospects 
tot^hlif polato onp wbsa wMta ysster- 
dsy. 

"Prospects are for low prices for pota- 
toes this winter. At present they are 
sellinff for an aversRe ot 40c. a buahel, 
and I see no IndieattMs of an increase in 

price. There have been Seasons when 
potatoes aold for several times that 
amoant The price is regnlated by the 

crop, as a matter of course, and when 
we have to send for our supply to Colo- 
rado, and even OsUfomia and OreRoa, as 
we have on several occHsions, the valoe 
of potatoes is bound to jump. 

"Colorado grows the biggest and finest 
potatoes ot any State. They are cultivat- 
ed there under the irrigation system and 
seem to thrive particularly well. The 
Colorado potato is large, white and mealy 
and makes excellent eating. It also 
coiniiiauds a higher prios than say other 
potato grown." *
